emboldened Herr Noske and his un 
darlings to further impertinences.

en the German republic a place of im 
portance in world affairs and has put 
It in position where it can again ser

Europe by a coalition with Russia, 
and Trotsky have reached the

The line of argument, it must be ad­ 
mitted, is a shrewd one.
